EXERCISE AND OBESITY 
Obesity, by which is m eant ex­ 
cessive body weight due mainly to 
the deposit of fat in the body, is a 
menace to health and longevity. 
The experience of life insurance 
companies has shown th at lowest 
death rates prevail among those 
who w'hen under 35 years of age 
are a few pounds over the average 
weight, and when older than 35 are 
a few- pounds under the average 
weight. 
Obesity may be due to a num ber 
of causes, but in the last analysis 
indicates th at the afflicted person 
eats more than he requires. 
To be rid of the accum ulated fat 
it is necessary to reverse the re­ 
lationship 
between energy 
intake 
and output. 
The first is represented by the 
food we eat, the second by the work 
we do. 
The middle aged individual who 
has become awrare of his obesity 
and 
resolve* to remedy 
it, may 
"join a gym," thus hoping to burn 
off the fat. 
It can be done, but it is a hard 
task, and one th at is not without 
danger. 
Not uncommonly the vital organs, 
and 
particularly 
the circulatory 
system of the obese person, have 
already been subjected 
to undile 
strain. 
The 
added 
burden 
does 
them no good. 
A certain am ount of exercise is 
desirable for its psychologic and 
tonic effect 
An excess is injurious. 
OI interest, too. is m e fact th a t 
strenuous physical efforts tend to 
defeat the end of weight reduction, 
for they increase appetite and lead 
to overeating 
The obese person m ust count on a 
lim ited energy intake for tile Joss 
ol fat. 
Rapid reduction is possible when 
the food consumption per day is 
confined to from 600 to 1.000 calor­ 
ies 
Such a diet can only be tak?n on 
prescription, for to be safe it m ust 
be balanced.
